, of thatbook ; but fearing that the eſcapes which I might 
' incurre therein , would poſſibly refle& upon the treatiſe 
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itſelfe, IT have offercd to excerpt only a few teſtimonies 
ofthe fathers , ſhewing their judgment to rune croſſe to 
the Papiſts; which I ſhall offer to'uſher in with theſe 
obſerves. 

- Firſt though we highly eſteeme the teſtimonies of the 
ancient DoCtors in the Church , and greatly reverence 
the fathers judgment z yet the Scriptures of the old and 
new teſtament are the only ſtandart and rule of our faith 
and praRice , for as the praRtice of the fathers was not the 
rule of their owne pradtice ; ſo neither can it be the rule of 
our praice, otherwiſe we ſhould have different rules to 

ire& us in religione; which wer abſurd; we are in this 
refpe&, to call no man father, but him who is God over 
all; and herein we agree with primitive fathers. Auguſt. 
de Paſtor. cap. 14, Let humane writings ( faith he) be re- 
moved : let Gods voice ſound ec. 

2. Itist6 be obſerved, that as the Church of Rome is 
highly chargeable with the guilt of Sacriledge in denying 
free liberty of reading the holy Scriptures by the common 
people; committing them only to the teaching of the 

Þriet, afferting , in effe& , that it wer dangerous to admit 
Chriſt to ſpeak his own mind intelligibly tothe people, 
bur no danger in the Prieſt's doceing it. It 1s true, they 
are aſhamed to impoſe this ſlavery, abſolutly upon their 
xroſelyrs in reformed Kingdomes , yet it 1s genemlly 
Fav $4 wit what bloody certification it is impoſed 
upon! theſe who are under the abſolute Juriſdi&ione of 
thac' Kingdome of darknefſe. So lykwile the Romiſh* 


Do&ors have egregiouſly wronged and abuſed the ancient 
fathers 'in the Church , 1n forgeing ancient writers * and 
councills, and corrupting the true Do&ors and primi- 
tive fathers , that thereby they may have ſome ſhaddow of 
authority for ſome o! their chief dofrines, tor which 
they could find no reall foundatione either in holy Scrip- 
ture

13+ 14. Sie Rynolds conf. with, Hart. pag. 2:0.21T, 
504-510. &c. Sam, Clerk his exemples pag. 469. Inthe 
laſt auchor there is ane ſhort account of the deceit they 
uſed in corrupting the writings ofthe fathers. 

3- Yet notwithſtanding of the adverſaries indeavours 
utterly to corrupt the writings of the ancient fathers , we 
are in a capacity to produce ſuch clear teſtimonies from 
the fachers, aſſerting the ſame truths which we hold in op- 
poſition to the Romiſh Church, as might juſtly confound 
and perpetually filence them in their deyning the currenpg 
of the primitive fathers to run on our fide;ſorve wherof I 
ſhall briefly ſert down, and that in the very ſame words of 
the great Aythor as the forecited book ( where it can be 
had) will to the furtheſt witneſs. | 

Of Traditions, 

The Papiſts afferting that traditions ſhould be accepted 
for parcellyof Gods word , as itis contrare to Gods dire& 
ſentence Matth. 15. 9, in vaine doe they worship me , teach- 
ing for dorines the commandements of men , and 2 Timoth, 
3-16. 17, 1o it is agaioſt the judgment of the. fathers.

Of the real preſence. 

 Theauthor ſtateth the queſtion in theSermon following 
T ſhall only adde ſome other teſtimonies of the fathers nor 
quored there, Aug. Ser. de Sacr, apud bedam ; ayes , that 
which ye ſee is the bread , and the cup: which your very eyes doe 
declareuntoyou.

Theſe teſtimonies , with many others quored by the 
author, pag: 95- 96. &c, clearly ſheweth, that the an- 
cient Glow did not tye up rewiſhone of finnes to external 
confeflione ; otherwiſe they did not debar men from 
opening theirgreivances unto the phyſicians of their ſouls,

14- ) be 
only man , why is a man called upon in aur prayers as a media- 
gor ©3c. Athenaſins againſt the Arians p. 259. hath much 


to that purpoſe. My Author proceeds (pag. 426. ) and 
hewerth the riſe of the Papiſts miſtake of the fathers , and 
clezrly demonſtrats that inyocatione was never attribut to 
the ſaints by chem.

The Author quoteth the council of Trent , and 


generally condemne Durand and his followers 7 
Feld that Images wes adored only improperly becauſe 
they put men in mind of the perſons repreſented by them , 
who are then adored before the Images as if they had been 
there really preſent ; this opinione is ceoſured by the Later 
Popiſh divines to be dangerous,rach and ſavouring of Hereſy, 
Yea friar Pedro de Cabrera a great divine in Spaine (in 3. 
part. Thom. queſt. diſp, 2 Num. 15. ) afferteth , is is 
fimply and abſolutly to be ſaid that holy Images are to be wor- 
shiped in Churches and out of Churches ; and the contrary is ane 
Beretical DoArine , and he ſheweth this was the DoArine 
of Thomas Aquinas, It is the conflant judgment of Divines 
(faith Axzorius the Jeſuic inſtir. moral, Tom. 1. 1. 9. c. 6.) 
that the Image is to be honoured and worsbiped with the ſame bo- 
nour and worship wherwith that is worshiped whereof it is ane 
Image ; This 1s the DoAtrine, (ſaith Cabrera ibid, Num, 
30. ) not only of Thomas and of all bis Diſciples » but of all the 
old ſcoolmen almoſt , and particularly quoteth nynteen of 
their approven writers. 

To all this we oppoſe the words of the ſecond command , 
thou thalt not mabe to thyſelfe any graven Image thou 
Shalt not bow down to them nor worship them, The guids of 
the Romiſh Church finding this to condemne their Idola- 
try ſoclearly , have thought fic to keep it out of their de- 
calogue appointed for common uſe, under pretence of in- 
cluding it as a part of the firſt commandement , and then 
perſwade the common people that the firſt command is ſo 
far from condemning the worſhiping of Images that it 
commandeth the ſameand condemneth the contrary ne- 
gle& thereof; ſo Laurence yaux Catechiſ. cap, 3- unto 
this Queſtion ; who breaketh the x commandment of God by 
wnreverence of God ? Frameth this Anſwer ; they that give 
not due reverence #0 God and his ſaints , or to their reliques and 
| Images. 
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Images. And Facobus de Graffis in his explicatione of the | 
fame commandement, ſayes we should reverence every 
with the ſameworship that we doe him whoſe Image it is , » 
&c. What deſperat impudency 1s this ? that not only 
the praftice of this wretched Idolatry ſhould be maintain- 
ed againſt Godsexprefſe commandEment , bur alſo that he 
hould be made the Author and commander of it even in 
that very place wher he doeth ſo ſeverely forbid it. 

I ſhall add ſome teſtimonies of the Ancients againft 
their opinione Anent the worſhiping of Images. The Eli- 
berine council cap. 36. held about the time of Conſtantine the 
great; It is our mind (lay they) that pitures ought not to be 
in the Church , leift that which is worshiped or adored should be 
painted on wals. Auguſtine Epiſt. 119. Any fimilitude of 
God in the figments of men is forbidden to be worshiped ; not 
becauſe God hath not any Image , but becauſe no Image of him 
ought to be worshiped , but that which is the ſame thing that he 
; is ( Col. x, 15.) nor yet that for bim » but with him. As for the 
E repreſenting God in the ſimilitude of a mar, He reſolveth 
(de fide & ſymbol. cap. 7,) that it is utterly unlawful to eret 

any ſuch Image to God in a Chriftian Church &c, many ſuch | 
teſtimonies are ſer down by the Author p.502.&c. | 
Of Merits. :W; 
Maldonat on Ezek. 18. 20. faith , that we doe as properly | 
and truly merit rewards when with the grace of God we do: well | 
as we doe merit punichments when without grace we doe evill. 
And Bellarmin de juſt, lib, 5. cap. 7 {ayeth , that the good 
works of juſt perſons doe merit eternal life condignly not only by 
reaſon of Gods Covenant and acceptatione , but alſo by reaſone 
of the workit ſelfe : ſothat in agood work proceeding from grace, 
there may be acertaine proportione and equality unto the reward 
of eternal ſalvatione. Gabriel Vaſquez Commentar. in Imam. 
2. quelt. 114. diſp, 214. cap-7. init. ſayes » thatno acceſſion 
of dignity doeth come to the works of the juſt by the merits or per- 
ſon of Chriſt ;, which the ſame should not have otherwiſe , if they 
bad been done by the grace beſtowed liberally by God alone with- 
oy Chrift. And after aſſerting ſeveral things to this pupae . 
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* he addeth this. corollary (Ibid. Diſp. 222. cap, 3- Num 
30 31.) ſeeing the works of a juſt man doe cond 'gncly merit 
eternal life as ang equal recompence and reward, there is no

For 
Chriſt our Head is the maine foun- 
dation of this heavenly union, Out 
of him there is nothing but confu- 
fion ; without him we are noth- 
ing but diſordered heapes of rub- 
bish: but in him all the building 
fitly framed together , groweth unto 
an holy Temple in the Lord; and 
in him are we builded together an 
habitation of God through the Spt- 
rit , Ephel. 2. 21, 22. Ot our ſelves 
wee are but loſt sheepe, ſcattered 
and wandring upon every Moun- 
taine. From lumiris, that there 
is one fold, and one Shepheard, 
( Joh. 10. 16. ) God having pur- 
poſed in himſelfe to gather 70- 
ether in one all things in Chriſt , 
both which are in heaven, and 
which are on earth, even inhim, 
Ephefſ. z. 10. This is the effect of 
our Saviours prayer, Joh. 17.21. 
That they all may be one, as thou 
Father art in me, and I in thee, 
that they alſo may be one inus, Oc. 
I in them, and thou in me, that 
B 2 they 
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they may be made perfett in one. 
And this 1s it which we find ſo oft 
repeated by Saint Paul : We 
being many, are one body im Chriſt, 
Rom. 12. 5. Teareall one in Chrift 
Jeſus , Gal. 3. 28. And in the 
Text wee have in hand : Wee being 
many , are one bread, and one body. 
Why? becauſe /ee are all parta- 
kers of that one bread : namely , 
of that bread , whereof hee had 
ſaid in the words immediately 
going before: The bread which wee 
breake, is it not the communion of 
the body of Chriſt ? 

Under the name of Bread there- 
fore heere is comprehended both 
Pants Domini, and Panis Domt- 
74s ; not onely the bread of the 
Lord, but alſo the Lord himſclfe, 
who is that /zvimng Bread which came 
downe from heaven , Joh. 6. 51. 
For as Saint Peter, ſaying, that 
Baptiſme doth ſave us, under- + 
ſtandeth thereby both the outward 
.. part of that Sacrament , (tor he 
expreſlely calleth it a figure) and 


more 
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more then that too (as appeareth 
by the explication preſently. ad- 
joyned : not the putting away of the 
filth of the flesb) even the inward 
purging of our conſciences by 
vertue of the death and reſurre- 
tion of Jeſus Chriſt : ſo Saint 
Paul heere making the reaſon of 
our union to bee our partaking of 
all this one bread, hath not fo 
much reſpect unto the externall 
bread in the Sacrament ( though 
he exclude not that neither) as 
unto the true and heavenly Bread 
figured thereby; whereof the 
Lord himſelfe pronounceth inthe 


fixth of John : The bread that I joh,6. 
will give , tis my flech, which I 3%+51+ 


will give for the life of the world : 
and (to shbew that by partaking of 
this bread, that wonderfull union

And 
for as much as theſe muſchiefes 
have proceeded from the inconſi- 
derare confounding of thoſe things 
which in tieir owne nature are as 
different as may be: for the clearer | 
diſtinguishing of matters, wee are 
in the firſt place to conſider, that 
a Sacrament taken in its full ex- 
rent, comprehendecth two things 
in it: that which is outward and 
viſible, which the Schooles * call 

roperly Sacramentum, (1n a 
more ſtri&acception of che word:) 
and that which is inward and in- 
viſible, which they tearme rem Ja- 
rraments , the principall thing ex- 


hibited 
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hibited 19 che Sacrament.. Thusin a 
the Lords Supper , the outward 
thing which we ſce with ourcyecs, 
is bread and wine,the inward thing 
which wee apprehend by faith is, 
tbe body and blood of Chriſt : in the 
outward part of this myſticall 
| ation, which reacherh ro that 
| which 1s Sacramentum onely, we 
receive this body and blood but ſa- 
cramentally ; in the inward, which 
containeth rem, the thing it ſelfe 
in it , wee receive them really : 
and conſequently the preſence of 
theſe in the one is relative and 
ſymbolicall ; in the other, reall 
all, and ſubtextiall. 

To begin then with that which 
is ſymbolicall and relative : we 
may obſerve out of the Scripture , 
which faith , that Abraham re- ry, 4.

Andasthe rude and un- 
dutifull behaviour of any in that 
place, or the offering of any dif- 
4 reſpect tothe Kings pourtraicture, 
or to the Armes Royall, or to

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nour done unto the Kinghimſelfe; 
{fo heere, hee that eateth the bread , 
and drinketh the cup of the Lord 
unworthily, 1s accounted guilty 
of offering indignity to the body 
end blood of the Lord. 

In this fort wee acknowledge 
Sacraments to be /ignes; but bare 
fignes wee -denie them to bee: 
ſeatles they are, as well as ligne; of 
the Covenant of grace. Asit was 
therefore {aid of Joby rhe Baptiſt , 
that he wa* @ Prophet, and more 
then a Prophet : lo muit we fay of 
Sacrainents, that they be ſignes, 
and more then fignes z. .even 
pledges and aſſurances of the ins 
tereſt which wee have in the hea- 
venly things that are repreſented 
by them. He that hath in his 
chamber the picture ofthe French 
King , bath but 'a bare ſigne; 
xhich poſlibly may make him 
thinke of, that King when hee 
Jooketh on tt , but sheweth not 
that hee hath any manner of in- 


tercſt in him. It is otherwiſe with 
him 


, 


f 
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him that hath the Kings grear 
Seale for the confirmation of the 
title that hee hath unto all the 
lands and livelihood which he 
doth injoy. And as heere , the 
waxc that 1s affixed to thoſe letters 
Patents, howlſoever for ſubſtance 
it bee the very ſame with that 
which 15 to be found every where, 
yer being applyed to this uſe, 1s 
of more worth to the Patente, 
then all the waxe in the countrey 
beſide : ſo ſtandeth it with the 
outward elements in the matter of 
the Sacrament. The bread and 
wineare not changed in ſubſtance 
from being the ſame with that 
which is ſerued at ordinary tables : 
bur 1n reſpect of the ſacred uſe 
whereunto they are conſecrated , 
ſuch a change 1s made, that now 
they differ as much from common 
bread and wine , as heaven from 
earth. Neither are they to be ac- 
counted barely ſzgnificative , but 


rruly ex/44:ttive alſo of thoſe hea- 


venly things whereto they have 
rela» 
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relation , as being appointed by 
God to bee a meanes of conveying 
the ſame unto us, and putting us 
in actuall poſleſlion thereof. So 
that in the uſe of this holy ordi- 
nance, as verily asa man with his 
bodily hand & mouth receiveththe 
earthly creaturcs; ſo verily doth he 
with his ſpirituall hand and mouth 
(if any ſuch he have) receive the 
body and blood of Chriſt. 

And this is that reall and ſub- 
ſtantiall preſence, which wee 
afthrmed to be in the inward part 
of this ſacred ation. For the 
better conceiving of which myſte- 


ry, wearetoinquire, firſt , what 


the thing 1s which we doe heere 
receive; ſecondly , how and in 
what manner we. are made par- 
takers of it. Touching the firſt , 
the truth which muſt be held, 1s 
this: that we doe not here receive 
onely the benefits that flow from 
Chriſt ; but the very body and 
-bleod of Chriſt : that is , Chriſt 


himſelfe crucihed. For as none *)

Againe , the corporall 
eating , if a man might have it, 
would not availe any thing to the 
flaking of thi: hunger ; nay, we 
are expreſlely- told, that the flesh 
thus taken (for ſo we muſt under- 
ſtand it) profiteth nothing , a man 
Should never be the better , - nor 
one 10t the holicr, nor any whit 
further from the ſecond death, if 
he bad filled bus belly with it. But 
that manner of teeding 0. his 
fles:, which Chriſt himiclfe com- 
mendeth unto us, is of ſuch profit, 
that it preſcrveth the eater from 
death, and makcth him to live for 
ever. Ir is not therefore ſuch an 
eating, that every man who 
bringeth a bodily mouth with him 
may attaine unto : but it 1s of a 

farce higher nature , namely , a 

ſpiricuall uniting of us untoChriſt, 

whereby: he dwelleth in us , and 

we live by him. | 

It any doe further inquire, how 
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it 1s poſlible that any ſuch union -$» 


Should 
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zhould be., ſeeing the body of 
Chriſt is in heaven , and we are 
upon earth? I anſwer, that ifthe 
manner of this conjunCtion were 
carvall and corporall ; . it would 
bee indeed neceſlary that things 
conjoyned $hould bee admitted to 
bee in the ſame place : bur it being 
alrogether ſpirituall and ſuperna- - 
turall , no locail preſence, no 
phyſicall nor mathemaricall con- 
tinuity or contiguity 15 any way 
requiſite thereunto. It is ſufficient 
for the making of a reall union in 
this kinde ; that Chriſt and we 
(though never (o farre diſtant in 
F place cach from other ) bee knit 

together by . thoſe ſpiricuall liga- 
tures, . which are intimated unto 
us in the words alledged out of the 
ſixth of John: to wit , the guic- 
kening Spirit deſcending downe- 
ward from the Head, to be in us a 
fountaine of ſupernaturall life; 
and a /zvely faith (wrought by the 
ſame Spirit) aſcending from us

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1m , Who having by himſelfe 
purged our ſamnes , .ſitteth on the 
_ hand of the Mhjeſtie on 


Firſt therefore , for the com- 
munion of the Spirit , which is 
the ground and foundation of this 
{piricuall union ; let us call to 
minde what we have read in Gods 
Booke: that Chrift, the ſecond

By all 
which. it doth appeare , that the 
myſtery of our union with Chriſt 
conſiſteth mainly in this: that the 
ſclfe-ſame-Spirit which 151n him, 
asin the Head, is ſo derived from 
him into, every one of his true 
members., that thereby .they are 
anumated 
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animated' and quickened to a ſpi- 

rituall life. We reade'iin the #6 - 
of Eze:hiel, of foure living crea- 
tures, and of four: wheeles ſtand- 
ing by them. //hen theſe went , 
( faith che Texc ) rheſe went ; and 
when thoſe ſtood, theſe ſtood : and 
when thoſe were hifted up from the 
earth , the wheeles were lifted up 
aver againſt them. Hee that should 
behold ſich a viſion as this, would 
eaſily conclude by that which he 
ſaw , that ſome inuifible bands 
there were by which theſe wheeles 
and hving creatures were joyned 
together , howſoever none did 
outwardly appeare unto the eye : 
and the roly Ghoſt , to give us 
fatisfaftion heerein , diſcovererth 
the ſecrec , by yeeldiag this for 
the reaſon of this ſtrange con- 
nex10n ; that the ſpirit of the living 
creature was in the wheele, Ezek. 
I. 21. From wheace we may in- 
ferre, that things may truly bee 
conjoyned together , though the 
manner of the conjunCtion be not.

bur inſtantly the{ thing would 
be done, without any impedi- 
ment given by that huge diſtance 
of the one from the other. And 
why ? becauſe the ſame fſoule 
that isin the head, as1in the foun« 
taine 
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taine of ſence and motion , 1s 
preſent likewiſe in the loweſt 
member of the body. Bur if it 
Should fo fall out , that this, or 
any otner member proved to be 
mortified , it preſently would 
ceaſe to be a member of that body ; 
the corporall conjunction & con- 
tinuity with the other parts not- 
withſtanding. And even thus is 
it in Chriſt ; although 1n regard 
of his corporall preſence , Zhe 
heaven muſt recetve im , untill the 
times of the reſtitution of all things, 
yetis he here with us alway, even 
unto the end of the world , 1n re- 
ſpe& ofthe preſence of his Spiric ; 
by the vitall influence whereof 
from him, as from the Head, the
